Minimize Cleaning 
0f Your Stove Oven 


‘Vapor and grease deposists n 
your oven lining are much easier 
to remove if you clean them off 
frequently. But the best way to 
keep your oven.cléan is to prevent 
spatters. 

For example, minimize spaiters 
when roasting meat by using mod- 
erate temperatures.. Miss Mary 
Todd, Palm Beach County Exter- 
sion Home Economist, sáys you'li 
want to use moderate (300 to 250 
degrees) temperatures anyway to 
retain the meat oes and nutri- 
ents. 

If you use foil to catch spatters, 
Miss Todd. advises you to place it 
on the rack below the pan. Foil on 
the ovcn floor might inhibit heat 
circulation. However, some manu- 
facturers are now  calibrating 
ovens to allow fór specially made 
foil liners. 

You don't need to pre-heat the 
broiler grid. and pan when broil- 
ing meats or fish. In fact, your 
grid wil be much easier to clean 
if it’s cool when you place foods 
on it. Water placed in the pau be- 
low the grid will catch drips and 
prevent spattering, but it. will also 
dilute the juices. After your food 
is broiled, remove the broiler pan 
from the hot oven and put it to 
soak to make dishwashing easier. 

Acids in milk, lemons, tomatoes 
and other foods may harm ‘the 
finish on your range. Wipe them 
up as soon as.the range cools. You 
can easily remove cooked-on sub- 
stances on range burner pahs with 
an oven cleanér. But most manu- 
facturers recgmmend that you let 
the unit rings burn spilled food 
off instead of using a cleaning. 
agent on them. M 
, Even the bést óven cleaner can't 
easily remove, spills that have been 
neglected and allowed to bake on, 
fusing themselves to the oven lin- 
ing. To keep oven maintenance at 
a minimum, keep an oven cleaner 
handy for spot treatment immedi- 
ately after the oven cools. 


Read the directions on the com- 


mercially prepared oven cleaners 
before you buy them. Buy the one 
designed for.the type of oven liner 


you have. Because some cleaners |, 
. are dangerous around , heat “and 


flames, either avoid using them 
with gas ranges or turn the pilot 
light off while you clean the stove. 
Also, Miss Todd warns that coarse 
abrasives will scratch the. lining 


Surface of your oven. 


Some of the manufacturers’. de- 
velopments to simplify oven clean- 
ing are pull-out ovens, pull-out 
Panels on all sides, disposable foil 


liners, silicone sprays - applied | _ 


after cleaning, teflon linings and 
ovens that burn themselves clean.
